EHSAY ABOUT THE ROAD LAW,

The subject for discussion at this meet-

fing was the proposed new road law and it
opened by W. H. H. Kinzer, of East

rl. He began by maying that farmers
wani roads without too much tax.
He to the following points sub-

~'miited by Mr. Cooper to the State Board of

Agrioulture. These

1. Privilege of wo
be ed,

2 Buopervisors to employ labor where
best value can be obtalned, preference to

be given home labor.

3. That all commodities of aqual value
shall be taxed st the same rate ms real
oatate.

4. That some eflicient head in each county
shall be sppointed to prepare plans and
supervise tho work of road building.

These points were approved by the State
Board of Agriculture, and will without
doubt be acceptéd by the road commission-
om, and be embodied in the new law,

Asto the first point all will agree that the
abuse of this privilege has given us poor
labor, poor roads and incremsed tazstion.
It sounds much like working out an old
debt, and is worked in about the same way
by doing or giving as little as posaible to
scoamplish the result.

The second point is based on the result of
the repoal of the privilege of working out
road taxes and unties the hands of snper-
visors and allows them to do what the old
law did not encourage, viz: To employ
the labor wheroe the most and best work
0an be had for the wages paid. This isnoth-
ing more than employing labor on striot
business principles, which method is
adopted Ly all successful business firms
or corporations, It further provides that
llglll. labor shall-have preference ; while it
requires home labor to do a dollar's worth
of work for one dollar on the road, as for-
clbly as it would be expected in other em-
ployments, It gives the supervisors power
to employ labor when the roads require
aitention and gets rid of the old excuse that
they would make the road but cannot get
the farmers and laborers to work for them.

He urged au agitation of the subject now,
when the roads are at their worst, and to
urge our law makers to relleve the people
who are oppreased with unjost taxation, so
that we may have better roads without op-
pressing the land owners with all the taxes
$o make them, and that we have a regular

order and system as In other lines of
public improvement.

In conelusion he sald if the new law s
to be an improvement, give it s fair trial,
and ifit Is & feilure repeal it and make a
better one. Make the road to suit the
teams, the needs of the travelling public
and the increasing trade, instead of making
the teams and trade to syt the roads. Re-
duce your road-making to a aystem and a
poiformity of method as you have in your
common schools. -

Egualize taxation and relieve the land
owners of their burdens of taxstlion by a
state appropriation for new roads and for
piking s percentage of the roads yearly,
sod you will have dons nearly sa much to-

moving the old Keysions state in
the line of progresa.
